The Mountain Man.

Dear Chicago Field: In my coay study hange a string of 
grizzly bear claws, a present last Summer from an old Mountain 
Man who WAS then worklog the range between Yellowstone and 
the Bighorn, one of the beat game districts on the continent, 
especially for the trllie of Ephraim. The hunters style old. 
grizzly “ Ephraim.” There la plenty of mast there on the foot 
hills, and In berry-time the brutes luxuriate and become almost 
docile with surfeit and fatness. Then the hunters plant out an 
elk or an antelope carcass for bait, to vary their diet, and after 
some patient waiting In cover near by, find little difficulty In 
knocking over the grim marauder when becomes to taw. An 
express bullet or explosive ball, striking the vital spot, gives 
turn Instant coup <U grad. 80 that the terrible narratives we 
read of hand-to-hand encounters, cease to be the exciting epi¬ 
sodes which they appear In. wilderness annals. However, at 
other seasons the cautious hunter Is willing to take odds; and 
when be meets Ephraim on the war-p,th, looks to his knife twice 
to see if It Is bandy In his belt. The Fall rampage, or the want of 
food In Winter, makes the bears ferocious, for their provender Is 
often snowed under by sudden sweeping storms, which last for¬ 
th ree days and as quickly melt, run off, and disappear. At such 
times If encounters occur, the Incidents can scarcely be colored 
too highly by descriptive embellishment. A year ago, In the 
8te ra Madre, the lifeless bodies of hunter and bear were found 
together, the last with forty-five knife-cuts! It must be appar 
eut, therefore, however depreciated In berry-time, that bear 
claws are always valued trophies of the chase, and a marketable 
commodity. The Indians bang them around their necks, and 
decorate their clothes with them, while the white men are alike 
proud to exhibit them as tokens of prowess and of close encount¬ 
ers. 

A number of the claws which we speak of came from the fore- 
paws of an old “he,” and others from the hind paws of a year¬ 
ling. The biggest measure three Inches In length. How can 
we tell the fore-claws from the hind ones! Easy enough You 
see the old fellows spend most of tbelr time on their hind feet 
and haunches, and that wears those claws oft; their fore-claws 
they use for scratching out ant hills, wasp's nests, and rotten 
logs, tearing up the meat they eat, and the like, and sometimes 
for a tussle with each other, so they always keep them sharp for 
business. r 

Now, my dear Chicago Field, this present of the claws Is 
not so much of a curiosity in Itself, even in your metropolis; but 
It Is valued particularly as the souvenir'of a hardy race of men, 
now rapidly becoming extinct; of a class of persons whose 
heroic deeds assuredly merit something more than mere bor¬ 
der renown. The sobriquet of •• Mountain Man” Is hardly un¬ 
der tood or appreciated nowadays in Its full significance, although 
there are persons living whose heads are grey, to whom these 
swarthy nomads were a familiar presence thirty years ago. The 
ashes of their camp-fires are now almost extinguished In the 
glens of tbs Rocky Mountains, but their names are perpetuated 
on many a wilderness stream, beside whose brink they received 
their coop it grata from desperate battle stroke, or silent arrow, 
or perished miserably with hunger, perchance with plenty of 
meat a-runnlng, but not a grain of powder In the pouch, 
l hose were men who accepted the strange vicissitudes of their 
har'l life with an equanimity taught and acquired only In the 
school of Indian philosophy. They were alike unmoved by the 
smiles or frowns of fickle fortune; stolid, Impassive, Insensible 
to hardship, hunger, thtr.t, pain, and extremes of heat and cold; 
ready to feast or starve, luxuriate or endure, to ride or go a-foot; 
to camp, put out, cache, or corral; to turn bull-whacker, trapper, 
scout, guide, clerk,vaqusro, or cow-boy, and prepared at any time 
io charge an Indian camp, cot out a cavayard, or take a hand at a 
fandango, just as the chances took them. Whether well-mounted

adventure. For the four years past he has scarcely left hls 
i mountain fastnesses and lonely haunts, even to purchase ammunl- 
s tion. Clad In the skln-ralment of the country, fed by the meat 
s he kills, and often boused where the bear “ holes” for Winter he 
s may hardly supply Uie Ideal of a hero or cavalier, or even wem 
I a sentient being. Yet he has God-given Intellectual faculties con-

, to kill time or bury trenchant remorses, but to utilize acquired 
knowledge, and determine great results by crucial tests and ex¬ 
periments. In writing to me he Incidentally remarks: “ I take 

note of every animal killed, of every kind of wound, whether 
i Instantly fatal, etc., and of every projectile used.’’ 

! Shades of Nimrod I What high pursuit Is this! Men, like 
brutes, hunt for selfish acquisition, and not only for gain, but 
from wanton pastime, which animals seldom do; and yet here Is 
one who hunts In the Interest of applied science, not that be may 
simply eat and satisfy hls hunger; not that he may enjoy the i 
exhilaration of tbe.cbase and the triumph of accomplished vie- i 
tory; but merely or mainly that be may study the nature of 
wounds, the effects of projectiles, and the extreme distances at 
which shots may prove fatal I Just as the professor of surgery 
aud student dissect and slay that they may gain knowledge from < 
▼ivJ section.

SETTERS CRITICISED. 

BT A BBItBDBR. 

Mr. I’lstt’s Rhyl and Mr. Bowers’ Bandit. 

My tank today will not be a long one after I have replied to 
two of tny critic*. 

First, Mr. Fontleroy attacks my opinions aa to the breeding of 
his bitch Snake. Mr. Fontleroy attacks the celebrated Laverack 
setter 8am rather unjustly. If, as he says, Sam was rather a 
duffer, It would seem to make anything good from Sam and 
Snake take Its goodness from 8nske. That la not fair, Mr. Font- 
Icroy; don’t attempt to discredit the dog you bred from, please. 
If It was as you ssy, It would not make out your case, for It Is 
very well known the Laverack dogs are all too heavy for work; 
the bitches only have been workers, In the highest sense. Mr. 
Fontleroy would have been most likely to hsve got all the good 
out of 8am that a Laverack sire could give. I ssy of my own 
knowledge that Sam was the equal lu looks and the superior In 
going of any Laverack setter of the male sex. It Is to the females 
of the highest stamp of that breed that good must be looked for 
when a Laverack crocs Is used. Where the cross of a dog of 
that breed has produced a good one It has been because s the 
breed It was crossed with was better than Itself. Now I do not 
Kuppoae Sam aud Snake ever produced a setter as good as Ssm, 
but Dolly, so bred, Inherited enough of the Laverack from her 
alrc to produce a good dog when put to au out cross, Just In the 
Mime way that some of the finest dogs In the world have been 
bred from Laverack bitches. 

Mr. Fontleroy should publish all his correspondence on the 
subject of the pedigree of Snake If be wishes It to be accepted 
Ibai she was of any particular breed. He has not made out pub¬ 
licly that he knows her breeder, and although he may have satis¬ 
fied himself on that point he baa not me, for what be says Is very 
unlike tbs report of her I heard before she became Mr. Fontle- 
roy'i. That, gentleman must know that It Is not usual to accept 
as evidence of breeding unsupported second-hand report. He 
will nee that my remarks are perfectly " In order,” and mude 
with all due respect to himself. 

What Mr. J. A. Doyle's letter was written for I am at a loss to 
guess, unless It Is to suggest that scientific breeding Is the cor¬ 
rect name for the crude theory which he Becma to possess a 
knowledge of, and to instruct your readers that there Is such a 
gentleman as Mr. Doyle, and that this crude theory passes In 
the Kennel Club ff>r scientific knowledge. 

Mr. Doyle, first of all, questions whether I mean exactly what 
he means, and then, seemingly for the sake of something to say, 
asserts that I despise s certain class of knowledge. I despise no 
knowledge of any kind; what I wished to convey, and what I be¬ 
lieve I did convey, was that breeding oue sort by rulee obtained 
from the breeding of other sorta was useless—worse than useless 
—to attempt. Mr. Doyle quotes, disconnected with the context, 
and calls those quotations “ half truth.” 

That a caution of the kind I gave was necessary, I am sure you 
will believe. Mr. Doyle Informs us that In abort-horn cattle- 
breeding the aim of the breeder Is to weaken the vital machinery; 
yet,with no better precedent and with no other precedent than the 
breeding of short-born csttle we find Leatherbesd advocating, and 
some breeders willing to admit that they are golug to attempt, the 
breeding of pure Laverack setters, useless lo themselves, for the 
good they are to do In crossing with other sorts at some future 
time. In short, they are attempting to strengthen the vital 
machinery In a future generation by weakening It lu the present 
one. 

Let me explain what I mean by calling pure Laverack* useless 
In themselves. I mean that there la not a Laverack setter In the 
world up to field trial form. One generation ago there was one 
such; two generations ago there were four such. 

Now, I think the drift of these remarks may be more forcibly 
represented by a few more observations I have made. Three 
years ago nearly all the winners of field trials were either by or 
out of a Laverack. (I am speaklDg of England.) This year out 
ot the six first prize winners there Is ouly one such. 

Now, I presume It takes less vital machinery to win at a dog 
show than at a field trial, and things work slower ts a matter 
of course, but they tend In the same way, nevertheless. Seven 
years ago all the best prizes at shows were won hy pure Laver- 
acks. At the last Crystal Palace show not one pure Laverack 
won a first In the four aged setter classes, and at the last Birm¬ 
ingham show only one Laverack won first, and that one bad 
nothing else In the same clasa with It. Most of the winners at 
iheae two shows were either hy or out of a Laverack, showing 
that the standard for show follows that set by the test of vital 
machinery—field trials. 

Mr. Doyle then gives three rules, which he tells us apply alike 
lo all animals: 

1. The relative Influence of sire and dam. 

2. Tho tendency to revert or “ throw back.” 

2. Prepotency. 

Now, If the first was a hard and fast rule, there would be no 
»u> h thing aa the third. Can Mr. Doyle tell your readers how to 
discover to what extent these various qualities will exert thera- 
•elves In various cases I If not, he might as well have left the 
'Object alone, where I left It, that la: “The knowledge that 
'• useful to a breeder Is s perfect acquaintance with all facta con¬ 
cerning the particular tort of which ha la a breeder ” Knowl 
"Ige, I may aay, which few people would care to give away for 
nothing. 

I come now to Leatherhead’a remarks about Rhyl. He begins 
by doubting the general belief that there are better noees than 
Hanger 1 #. 1 never heard that Ranger had " no nose,” except aa 
compared with the very beat. Lealberbead then produces the 
ml""* 6 of * ,ot of k°°d dog* who have sometimes behaved badly, 
lk« Rhyl, aa an excuse for Rhyl. I cannot aay I see the force of 
J™’ argument. Rhyl baa oiten been seen at field trlala without 
doing anything gw*], and the only time be did well was, aa Mr. 
roiitlerpy points out, at the Devon and Cornwall trlala lu hta run 
w the braca auk* Whethar.tb* one point he got In that trial. 


recorded In the Stud Book aa done la grand style, shows him to 
be anything above the average, I doubt. Bis brace companion 
also got one point without a mistake, while the second prize 
went lo a brace which found OMe and flushed three times; not a 
difficult performance to beat! In the puppy stake, recorded as 

divided by consent,” Rhyl ran against but one dog, that one 
Mr. auottoa'a Fan, never heard of before or since In public, aud 
one who did not make a single point, except false ooee, In the 
trial, ao that In dividing with Dinah, who had beaten Countess 
Bear and Countess MoU, he got placed In a way, aud shared the 
V * 7 he not b8l P w,n - Dinah deserves all the credit, 
and she can 111 spare It. for Counteae Bear met and beat her a 
week later In the Field Trial Derby. 

Private reputation may or may not be of any value. I have 
had the pleasure of agreeing with Leatherbesd that no value 
should be Allowed It. This being so, why does Leatberhead 
bring forward the tremendous" laughter of the owner of Rbvl 
to prove that Rhyl has a good noeel If his owner was known 
ever to have bad a first-rate dog by whtch to compare Rbyl, then 
there would be some slight excuse for thus setting up the 
opinion of this gentleman above all others, and above public 
proof. As It Is, this boisterous mirth only affects the opinions of 
those who can understand clamor better than reason. 

I am quite unable to withdraw what I said of Rhyl when I had 
to speak of his son Darkle. Darkle Is a very superior dog to 
R “j! ,n * Te, 7 respect. Your readers know that I traced the 
goodness to the dsm of Darkle, and from her to her sire 8am to 
a great extent. Darkle, ft may be will not, Indeed he has not, 
proved a success at the stud. Both last year and this year his 
puppies ran very badly. AU tbls goes to show the danger there 
to in breeding from * dog who baa proved a success In the atud, 
although bad lo htmuelf. The bad roust come out In after geu- 
ereUona. Rhyl Is not a good looking dog, and Is too small, al¬ 
though he has got a belter looking dog In Darkle, and a dog of 
far superior power altogether; yet he has never got s dog up to 
show form of high class. Dsrkle’s pups seem to have thrown 
back to Rhyl, or to something else very moderate, or It may be 
that Darkle baa bad no bitches which were suited to him. 

Some time ago I saw a correspondent In your paper was writing 
In favor of Judging stud dogs at your shows by their get entirely 
Surely this would be wrong; It might with certainty point to the 
best sires for the first generation, but It would, as s rule, be 
ruinous to the next generation and those succeeding It. 

Lealherhcad la again questioning pedigrees. The breeding of 
Rake is well known, and Is to be found In the stud book. Is 
Leatherbesd determined that If he cannot raise the Laverocks, he 
will, at least, lower all other breeds? 

In his letter on Bandit, Leatherbesd tolls us that the Field 
Trial Derby Is the best puppy stake of the year, and the most 
Bought after of all the honors connected with field trials. Both 
these assertions appear to me mistakes. The National Trials 
are the oldest, and have five times os many lookers-on generally. 
Indeed, I have seen the brace stakes, there called the blue rib¬ 
bon of field trials, by Leatberhead himself. A win at the Na¬ 
tional Trials ts certainly more thought of by moat field trlalers 
than a win at any other trial. 

Beau of the Ball, winner of the Field Trial Derby, Is, Leather 
head tells us, the result of breeding from three much abused 
sorts—Dash, Frsuk and Ranger II. How is It that Leatherbesd 
does not tell us that this dog la also descended from a Duke aud 
Klee be bitch, a sister of Dan and a descendant of that Hackctt’e 
Rake whom Leatberhead tells us It ts bad to breed Into? But 
to It ts Beau la In-bred only to one dog, and that one Is Hacket’s 
Rake, for be Inherits fro m Rake through Ranger II aa well as 
through Rhiebe. But why does Leatherbesd call Beau the win¬ 
ning setter of the year! Beau had four setters placed over him 
at the National Trials, In the Puppy Stakes; they were Dashing 
Beauty, Belle of the Ball, Dashing Bondhu and Rock. Indeed, 
the only unbeaten setters of the year are Countesa Rose and 
Novel. 

The article on Bandit Is a bright example of special pleading 
for the Laverocks, aa a whole, first, and for Bandit, as one of 
them, second. Beau of the Ball seems to be Introduced for the 
former purpose, and Blue Prince for the latter. It Is unfortu¬ 
nate for Leatherbesd that Beau will have the perversity to inherit 
just that double dose of Rake blood which Leatherbesd, lu his 
article on Rhyl, deprecates so much. 

Bandit Is not so powerful In bis back as Blue Prince was; 
otherwise Leatherbead's opinion of him Is pretty correct, but i 
do not think a dog which has been before the public as a stud 
dog for so many years, without getting anything above the aver¬ 
age, Is likely to do much better In old age. 

Leatherbesd says "To own a Laverack was to become abused.” 
This, I think. Is a mistake. I have never heard It before. What 
ha* been said is, that the breed ts kept up by men who do not use 
them at work; this I believe true, with one, perhaps two excep¬ 
tions. If anything could encourage an attack upon the owners 
of them it would be such partial writing in their favor as Leath 
erhead Is sometimes guilty of. Compare the two following sen 
tone**, token from the Bandit article, remembering that the lal 
ter Is a Laverack. Leatherbesd Bays: (1) “Dash (the best Lav 
ereck sire, I hsve thought, lu England).” (2) "I think there Is 
very great reason to hold Bandit at the present time In greater 
esteem than any other setter sire In England.”

Dogs fur the Moors. 

BT LBATHBRHBAD. 

There has been a vexed question for many years as to the 
best means of getting- good dogs, and no doubt an Immense 
amount of dissatisfaction Is prevalent amongst sporting men con¬ 
cerning the animals that are foisted on to them yearly by those 
who lay themaelrea out to furnish such articles to ibe public. 
There are often enough two aides to the question, as s man who 
knows nothing about dogs will find considerable difficulty In 
getting suited at all. and the best dogs as s rule would be about 
the worst be could get. Then, again, the novice In such matter* 
would be Inclined to go to » market altogether too cheap, and 
tho consequence, aa almost a matter of certainty, would be a 
badly-invested outlay. A downright good brace of dogs, perfect 
In every particular, must be aa great a charm to the sportsman 
on the 12th ot August aa a made hunter lu November, and there 
la no reason why they should not coat a sum not altogether out 
of proportion with the price paid for the croae-couotry performer. 
To be very perfect they would be second or third season dogs, 
and before they are fifteen months old they would have coat at 
the lowest computation £12 each for keep and breaking. At 
another low calculation of half a crown a week, a moat moderate 
charge, they would with their Ui hsve coat another £7 by the 
time they were two year* old, and a aeoond £7 before they 
reach their third season. This makes op £80 for a three year 
old pointer or setter lo actual expenses, besides what he costa to 
breed; ao bow can people expect to get dogs, aa they are always 
trying to do, for ten or twelve pounds apiece, and why should 
they grumble when they find that animals purchased at those 
rates are not really worth aa many shillings? We often bear 
people talking about wonderful dags they have picked up for a 
trifle, and that (10 to enough tor any dog, and likely enough 
they have picked up bargains, aa they are to be secured some 


time* One of the best'I think I ever saw coat five pounds only, 
hat that fact only proved that her late owner did not know a 
good dog when he bad It, or otherwise the animal’s form very 
much Improved as soon as It came Into my possession. They 
have no right to be sold or purchased for these sort of prices, 
and people ought to expect to give at least In some sort of pro¬ 
portion to wbst the animal must have ooel In being brought to a 
condition fit for a sportsman to use. Taking this view of the 
subject, one hundred guinea* la oot much out of the way for a 
perfect brace of dogs, and I think If much less was asked for 
them privately, there would be grounds for asking for a reason 
why they were sold at all. The advertisement* setting forth all 
sorts of perfection tor £15, trial allowed under conditions, have 
been proved to be all fudge by those who have tried them, and It 
la satisfactory to see that these sort of allurement* are very much 
on the decline, as they are not half aa numerous aa they used to 
he, aud thereby a strong sign l* gtveo that tbls particular aortjof 
trade ts either dead or dying out. 

I have constantly urged that no one can expect to obtain a cer¬ 
tainty of absolute perfection tor shooting without keeping up a 
kennel of dogs, and having them specially broken by an expert 
selected for that particular office. Then their breeding can be 
looked to, and the best worklug strains can be maintained and 
Improved npon from time to time, affording considerable Interest 
and amusement to their owners, and the reeults of nicks and 
emeses enhance the pleasure of ahootiug over them and watch¬ 
ing their performances In the field. It la, therefore, no wonder 
that sportsmen are paying great attention to their keonels at the 
present time, and field trials have certainly done much to bring 
all this about, as the public competitions have brought forward 
the best strains, and the public have something more to guide 
them than even the high reputation of a kennel. To breed reg¬ 
ularly necessitates the getting rid of extra stock, and this has been 
the tele noir of masters of hounds, as it looks hard on paper to be 
obliged to knock a good animal on the head, or sell It for thirty 
shillings or three guineas If such s propitious chance offers; but 
this is more the rule than the exception in the hunting world, 
and one has to get accustomed to It—to like such an idea as a 
master of bounds. With sporting dogs much better opportuni¬ 
ties are offered, as the grouse-moor returns every year show that 
hundreds of sportsmen must want dogs, and generally speaklDg 
they are the class of sportsmen who want fresh teams of dogs 
every year, for the simple reason that they will not have the 
t'other of keeping them after the season Is over. The above 
requirement during the last season or two has been met In a way 
that has probably caused a decline of the dog dealing advertise¬ 
ments, as the necessary breeding to keep up large kennels has 
obliged owners to throw their extra stock luto s market, and 
consequently known performers, that have been talked about by 
sportsmen who have seen their exploits on the moors, or at field 
trials, are offered to the public at auction, to be sold to the high 
est bidder. Messrs. Freeman’s Saturdays at Aldridge’s, or rather 
Fridays, this season, are really, therefore, occasions of great 
Importance, and the opening day last Friday was marked by all 
the features I have above enumerated. There was one kennel In 
particular whose work lies over one of the finest moors In Scot¬ 
land, and belonging to one of the greatest patrons of pointer*, 
setters, and field trials. Price has not stopped this gentleman 
Whenever he has seen anything specially good, and be has bred 
largely, and employed the best breakers besides, so that his ken¬ 
nel has naturally Increased, and I was told It numbered fifty-four 
pointers and setters np to the date of the late sale. That such a 
number as this Is out of all proportion to the necessities of the 
largest moor la, of coarse, very ohvlous, and to twenty-two 
of them were handed over to the Messrs. Freeman for disposal. 
It would have been difficult, perhaps, to have found a lot 
with more good ones In It, as several had coat 50gs, bought 
on account of their actual performances. There was a 
black pointer bitch that best the best field of dogs seen, 
perhaps, for many years at Shrewsbury, and apparently In her 
work perfectly faultless. Whoever has the shooting over her 
ought to have nothing to complain about. Then there was a 
setter that many thought should bavejwon the Puppy Stakes at 
Shrewsbury In his year, and he has subsequently performed like 
a most finished practitioner upon far end feather, and there was 
another whose breaker I recollect told me would hardly make a 
mistake In a week. Pointers of the most faultless pedigrees, 
straining to Drake and Lord Sefton’s and Mr. Sutter’s sort* 
were also In the catalogue, and known to be good ones, as proved 
by field trials. The public, who are never very much out on 
these occasions, were seen to fasten on this lot, and particularly 
on those with field trial reputations, or known to have been 
favorites In the kennel, and The result was a fairly good sale, 
although, according to what many of the animals had cost, they 
did not realise tbelr value, and have consequently fallen very 
cheap to their present possessors. Other good dogs were In the 
sale belonging to other kennets, and there Is no question that to 
get good dogs for the moors there Is no place like the Messrs. 
Freeman on their Fridays for the reason, as, from all I can hear, 
some second, third, and fourth lots are going to be quite on a par 
In quality with the first division, notably a capital lot, Includ¬ 
ing field trlalers from Mr. Lloyd-Prlce’s kennel, and on tIU 
sixteen from Mr. Oeorge Pllklngton’a celebrated kennel of 
pointers, that gentleman’s team being usually thirty for the 
moors. The draft will consist of second and third season dogs, 
to mske room for a promising lot of youngsters recently broken, 
and children of the famous Faust and Price’s Bsng. Mr. Ptl- 
klngton’B are very valuable If only for breeding, as both In 
America and Germany they have made their mark for tbelr Innate 
good qualities, and besides this, all Mr. Pllklngton’s are well 
broken. Sir Thomas Leonard will also send np s small lot of 
pointers, very much of the A1 order to shoot over, as a brace of 
them were thought good enough to run In the Field Trial Derby, 
although they did not emulate the great feat of their kennel com¬ 
panions Prism and Scamp, who In their year ran first and second, 
and In another year Sir Thomas was first In the big pappy event 
for pointers with Mallsrd, who Is the sire of three that will be 
scot up for sale. The Belhua pointers are always very carefully 
bred, and a faulty sire In the field la never used, besides 
widen they are always well broken by a keeper kept specially 
for that office. Major Starkle, who Is giving up his shooting, 
and therefore disposing of his whole kennej, Is, I am 
told, likely to send s very choice lot Indeed of pointers end Gor¬ 
don setters, the pointers being as well bred as they can be, a 
proof of which was given last year, when one of the Major’s 
breeding won the Puppy Pointer 8take at Shrewsbury. It will 
be remembered that Major 8terkle, who shoots over dogs regu 
'*rly, got one of the heaviest bag* last season on the twelfth 
and succeeding week. Tlfby are sure to be good-eeaeoned dogs 
from bis kennel. Major Platt, I hear, Is going to have a good 
lot up on one of the Fridays, Including several field trial per¬ 
former!, and the representatives of the (lordlnog kenuel are sure 
to be wonderfully well broken. The Sporting Dog and Field 
Trial Company are also sending up some very good ones, Includ¬ 
ing * setter I know that would be difficult to match to kill s hag 
over, although, perhaps, not quite fast enough for field trials. 
Tbs company Intend making li an annual aale, ao good one* may 
well be expected In the first venture. I hear of others who In¬ 
tend sending up the extra stock of their well known kennels, and 
It should Indeed be a good year for getting great dogs for the 
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moors. Those who went them should, therefore, wetcb the ad- 
vertUcments for the good lots, sod msrk down tho psrtlcuUr 
Fridays when they will he brought upon the green balse table In 
the well-kown carriage loft at Aldridge’s. It Is a famous place 
to see the dogs, se they are benched oil as at a dog show, with 
plenty of civil attendants ready to lead them out, and If one gets 
there su hour before the sale there Is never much of a crowd, and 
one le pretty certain to Hod out a good deal about the contents 
of the catalogue. There will be a good deal of the field trial 
element present, a walking stud book or two, and frtenda or 
Others who know the kennels sufficiently to pick out most of the 
plums. It Is rather an agreeable lounge for a doggy-disposed 
man io watch those sales at Aldridge's; and from what has been 
seen, those who want very good dogs, and are of my way of 
thinking—that a good brace of pointers or setters are very cheap 
If Iwught within lOOgs—are sure to find what they want If they 
attend Aldridge's on almost any Friday during the next month, 
at least.—Bril’s UJ*. 


RruilnfKceuceit by an Old Sportsman. 


"Roosevelt, If I were you I would shoot that dog," said my 
friend Fraser to me one day. “And ruin him" I answered lacon¬ 
ically. Our old dogs had come to a point and the pup Alfred 
had drawn up and stood as beautifully as any of them, having 
been I think on that occasion the first to find the bevy, but ae 
we approached with guns cocked and fingers on triggers ready to 
shoot, he got frightcnod, and backing out, retired some distance 
to watch the operation. In other words he was a little gun-shy, 
not badly so, but just In the condition to be ruined by the 
smallest mismanagement. Nothing would have done this so 
(effectually as sending a charge of shot Into his body, heroic 
treatment, which to say the least Is not encouraging. Mr. 
Fraser Is a thorough sportsman and a capital shot, but patience 
is not his crowning virtue as Is the case with many of our 
brethren of tbe rod and gun, and be had once ruined the finest 
dog on Long Island by precisely tbe same proceeding he recom¬ 
mended to me—a dog he would not now sell for a thousand dol¬ 
lars, the animal having at the end of three years and not before, 
forgotten and forgiven the abuse he bad received for what was 
In reality one of his most valuable qualities. I do not like slow 
aud over cautious dogs; speed and range and dash are essentials 
In first-class stock, but there Is a time for all things and the time 
for caution Is when the dog Is approaching or 1 b "ou" birds. 
Then he may be just as careful ss he pleases and be wtll not 
displease me. I see by tbe “ field trial " rules that If a dog 
breaks his point and runs up the birds the judges mark ooe 
ugalnsthim and rate him down as far as if he had mistaken an 
old scent or a small bird for game aud come to a false point. 
Any dog that rushes In before tbe gun can come up to shoot is a 
beast that ought to be ruled out tn-Uutly; he Is utterly worthless 
for tbe present aud almost Incurable for the future. When my 
dog once finds game I want to shoot and If he frightens It away 
then It is only fair and reasonable that I should send the 
lead luto him. But ordinarily I should do ft at 
close quarters, or wbat Is better aud wiser, take him to some 
lady friend who wants a pet and give him to her as a great favor. 
Theu he would be more In his element than In the field disap¬ 
pointing and enraging the weary sportsman, who, after hours, 
perhaps, of labor, and miles of walking, has at last found the 
birds he is In pursuit of, only to see them frightened away before 
he can get a shot at them. The supreme moment of a sports¬ 
man’s happiness and success must be made tbe most of with 
silence, care and skill. He must be cool to shoot well. He must 
have time to take advantage of all the chances In a game which 
demands tbe highest practice, aptitude aud skill; at such a 
moment he cunnot be yelling at his four-footed “ assistant," nor 
racing across the stubbles, nor tearing his way through briers 
and brakes iu order not to be " left out In the cold," after all 
bis trouble. The dog that Is false to his master and her point 
bail (letter go Into tbe dung heap. 

I did not follow Fraser’s advice, which was doubly unkind, for 
the reason that be had made me a present of the pup, which was 
a most promising little animal, and which I named after him. 
lustead of doing so, I took no notice of Alfred's delinquency, 
but tried my best to kill tbe bird, and when I had fired, called 
him to me with encouragement and pleasantness, stimulating 
him all I could, and sending him tor the game. This went on 
lor several days, but once In a while, If we did not happen to be 
shooting often, Alfred would remain at bis point till after the 
gun went off. It the Bhote came quick and fast, however, as 
will occasionally happen with a scattered bevy, he would become 
" sorry " again, aud back off to a respectable distance till the 
firing diminished. In two weeks, however, ho was cured, and as 
mad for shooting as aoy dog I ever raised, and promises to be 
one of the best If he can only have a reasonable amount of prac¬ 
tice. Had I shot or whipped him he would have nin home, and 
then good-bye to Alfred for all sporting purposes. 

This conclusion brings me back to my commencement that of 
writing myself dowu “an old sportsman," for I am not so very 
old in years, having just passed the half century, but 1 am old— 
a very Methuselah In the shooting line, for In my day game has 
utterly disappeared and been extinguished In tbe Atlantic states 
of our Union. In my toybood, or adolescence, when I could not 
half shoot, I have been with a party that killed seventy-four 
woodcocks In a day and bagged sixty dally for two weeks—that 
was In the swamps of New Jersey—and again with others when 
we killed sixty-four quails and four partridges In a day In Con¬ 
necticut, and could average thirty partridges or forty quails to 
two guns throughout the entire season, and I have killed my 
twenty-four woodcocks and thirty English snipes and twenty-five 
partridges to my own gun, although I bad no more practice than 
a gentleman shooting for recreation a few days In tbe year. 

Now, 1 have all tbe leisure I want, and my friends persuade me 
to try " my luck once more," and, Mr. Fraser and I scour the 
stubbles, like tbe gleaners of tbe Bible, and we have good dogs 
and breecb-loadtng guns and can shoot nearly as well as the pro¬ 
fessionals, and If we bag a half dozen quails or woodcocks apiece, 
we are having a fine day's sport. I knew Frank Forester, and 
l’orter of the Spirit of the Tima, and that set; and the first 
article I ever wrote tor publication was a review of Herbert’s 
sporting works, prepared for tbe Spirit. Now sportsmen shoot 
at glass balls or pigeons from the trap, and send their dogs to 
liench shows, where the standard of excellence Is tbe greatest dis¬ 
qualification for field work; I mean a color, such as black and 
Uu or deep red, which Is nearly Indistinguishable from leaves 
and shadow in our thick woods. But there, 1 have written 
cnongb; I never quarrel with the times I live In, and although I 
do long occasionally for tbe days when I could Bush a hundred 
woodcocks or counted on fifteen bevies “ sure," or followed the 
ruffed grouse as only a few of us who bad dogs broken by Ethan 
Allen, of Pom fret, could do It, I am willing to let others get 
all the excitement they can out of glass traps and “ pigeon 
shoot*." I wanted to tell you bow to breed worms In a dog’s 
" midst," which I find a good many of your correspondent* strive 
to do with but partial success, bat tbe worms will keep, and after 
all, the writers seem to be doing as well as they wish.

At 
the same time Mr. Waddell has not succeeded In converting me, 
though, as 1 said before, I am quite open to conversion; a proof, 

I hope, that Mr. Waddell’s charge of prejudice Is unfounded. 

Mr. Waddell's argument, when stripped of certain rhetorical 
embellishments, seems to come to this: 1. He (Mr. Waddell) In 
the couree of an extensive experience has never observed this 
phenomenon. 3. The thing Is Impossible. Now, the first of 
these arguments only proves what I had already admitted, that 
the phenomenon la of rare occurrence. As to the argument of 
Impossibility, nature has an awkward way of refusing to be bound 
by our conceptions of what she can da Uo* the thing happen* 
I do not pretend to understaud. I do not pretend to be familiar 
with tbe workings of nature, but am content with a far humbler 
altitude. I simply find a number of facta, some of them collected 
lu the wriUngs of competent, Intelligent and trustworthy observ- 
ers,some witnessed by myself or those with whom I have conversed. 

I find that ooe theory explains all these phenomena, while any 
other leaves them unintelligible. It seems to ms that those 
plain, common-sense principles of reason which guide us In the 
affaire of life justify me In accepting this theory. 

Before I go Into these facts I should like to deal with one sen¬ 
tence iu Mr. Waddell’s letter. He asks "how Impure blood can 
be Infused Into the physical by any such operation." Who, I 
ask, ever Ulked about lnfuslou of blood, or what has It to do 
with the matter In handl Is not Mr. Waddell confusing two 
totally different names of the word blood 1 When we speak of 
a certain strain of blood, we mean, not that visible and tangible 
composition which flows In the veins; but either a certain group 
of animals connected by descent, or that physical Identity or re¬ 
semblance which pervades the whole of that group. 

And now to the really Important part of the question, the re¬ 
corded facts bearing on the subject. As to enumerating them 
all I have far too much respect for tbe valuable space of the 
Chicago Field, Probably ihe best known Is that which I believe 
flret called attention to this class of phenomena, the well-known 
Instance of Lord Morton’s Arab mare, who having had offspring 
by a quagga, afterwards had foals by a horse, striped on the fore¬ 
quarters and with quagga-like manes. This was noticed by 
scientific observers who had no theories to bolster up. If Mr. 
Waddell turns to such a well known book as Darwin's Va¬ 
riation of Animals aod Plants, there Vol. I, ch. xl, he will 
find two Instances [find the one just referred to] with 
additional references to no less than seven standard author¬ 
ities. In an Interesting little pamphlet, published a few 
years ago at Beverley In Yorkshire, and entitled “ Breeding for 
color,” there are several rare Instances all resting on the Inde¬ 
pendent testimony of competent observers. Mr. Waddell will 
perhaps ask whether 1 have ever seen such a case myself. I can only 
answer that I have seen one which It Is exceedingly difficult to 
explalu In any other way. Years ago I owned a white 
English terrier bitch. Neither she nor any of her progeny, 
(up to a certain date) showed any Infirmity of tbe eye. She bad a 
litter of pups by a dog who showed that malformation which In a 
horse one calls a wall eye. In each of her subsequent litters by 
other dogs, one pup and no more showed the Bame defect. Of 
course the defect may have been latent In the bitch, but the 
probabilities are the other way. To build a theory on such an 
Isolated phenomenon, would be madness, but I venture to think 
that as confirming a received theory It Is valuable. 

I would furthermore ask Mr. Waddell two questions. Is It not 
a fact that In Portou, the great mule producing district of France, 
breeders universally consider that a mare who has once been 
served by a jack-ass retains some portion of the animal nature, and 
Is liable to show it In her later progeny by a horse! le It not very 
generally believed by English short-horn breeders, that a cow 
once served by an inferior bull is In the same way rendered Impure. 
And why Is the experience of two classes to be over-ridden by 
tbe dogma of one Individual 1 

Finally, I would ask Mr. Waddell whether he comes forward 
as a scientific theorist or as a practical breeder! If In the former 
character, let him dispose of the arguments of the great author¬ 
ity on this subject, Mr. Darwin. If In the latter, in wbat respect 
is his opinion more valuable than that of any other breeder! Yet 
I will undertake If Mr. Waddell wishes, to obtain letters from at 
least a half a dozen experienced breeders, testifying to their belief 
In tbe theory which Mr. Waddell rejects. 

Yet as I said before, I am open to conviction. If Mr.Waddcll 
can explain away tbe stubborn facts recorded by Darwin and 
others, I shall be delighted to acknowledge myself a convert. 
This admission ought, I think, to free me from the charge of 
prejudice. Most people, 1 fancy, will be more Inclined to attri¬ 
bute that falling to the man who refuses to admit facta because he 
cannot fit them In with bis pre-coucelvcd theories.

Mr. Hugh Dttlziel an a Judge. 

London, Eno., June 31. 

Epitok Chicago Field: —I read with pleasure your able re¬ 
port of the late Westminster Club Show In America. You cer¬ 
tainly dealt with the blundering of the judges In no uncertain 
tone. Exhibitors generally, whether In America or England, 
owe you a debt of gratitude for your outspoken way with which 
you denounce Inefficiency In judges, even if they are your per¬ 
sonal friends. If a few more sporting papers bad the honor of 
dog shows at heart, they would soon put a stop to the absurd 
farce, that judging at many shows has become. It has become 
a standing joke, now In England, that Inefficient Judges watch In 
the well known exhibitors of good doge, to assist them to a 
decision, but It seems that In America they were uot well up to 
tbe dodge. 

1 was sorry Indeed to see so many protest against the decisions 
of the Judges, but really In the case of tbe Irish setter, the writ¬ 
ten reply of the judges was something most extraordinary. As 
you point out It will go a long way with many In assisting them 
to make np their minds about tbe capacities of the Judges who 
signed It. 

I must confess I was surprised to find that the club had 
asked over Mr. Hugh Dalxlel as a judge of spurting classes, as 
really as a judge of poiotera and setters, be cannot be admitted 
to be In tbe hunt. Indeed, It does harm to ask a gentleman to 
adjudicate upon dogs be can have no real knowledge of,and when 
mistakes are made by them It brings discredit on other Judges as 
well. For Instance, one of your correspondent* actually advo 
cate* not having anything to do with English Judge* In the 
future. Now this I* a pity. I think more care should have been 
exercised In selecting a Judge. If the club had examined the 
KenDel Club aod Birmingham show list they would see that Mr. 
Dalalel never figured at any one of those Important shows In the 
capacity of Judge of pointers, setters, retrievers or spaniels. 
Therefore they must not blame *11 for ooe. The gentlemen they 
selected was all right enough If they had wanted him to Judge 
collies, ladles' pets, or cat's, but to ask him to assist in 
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Judging setters, why I think, as do many, that they made a mis¬ 
take, and I only regret that the gentleman lu question did uot 
refuse to act In that capacity. 

I think your smashing report will put a stop to those who 
"aspire to honors too great for their capacity " It Is the bounded 
duty of committees of dog shows to see that they secure corn|>« 
tent men, and It la for them not to ask those known not to bo m>, 
a* It 1* not enough for them to say people can do what thry like 
about entering their*dog*, as the responsibility of securing * 
good Judge rests with those who have to select him. I hope for 
the sake of Old England that If It la thought advisable to have 
an English, Judge another year, tbat«a gentleman who has a 
thorough knowledge of setters and pointers will bo selected, as, 
although not present In the flesh, hundreds of English exhibitors 
are so In spirit I congratulate you on your excellent report.

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SPECIALTIES OF SEVERAL COUNTRIES AT THE 
INTERNATIONAL FISHERY EXHIBITION. 

An ‘'occasional” correspondent of the New York Dally Trtbuar 
writes In that psper a long letter on “The World’s Fish and 
Fishery," or "Details of the Berlin Exhibition.” With other In¬ 
teresting matter he has given hla impressions of what were the 
strong points of several of the most prominent countrlea’ ex¬ 
hibits, from which we extract the following: 

“ The remarkable completeness of the American exhibit Is per¬ 
haps best shown In tbe space given up to angilug apparatus 
While tbe English exhibit In this department Is limited to two 
cases, a whole room la scarcely large enough to hold what we 
have to present. It is about perfect. There are tiny nickel- 
plated reels, for use among our Inland brooks and lakrs, and 
thence they run all the way up to the large Iron, black-painted 
reels used on the sea for halibut fishing. Here we see specimens 
of the primitive Indian fish lines, made of seaweed, strips of 
hide, etc.*, there the delicate, strong lines of braided silk. In 
another case are displayed side by side with the great clnmsy 
wooden hooks of the aborigines, ornamented with a carved point, 
which reminds oue of the figure-head of a ship, graceful little 
steel hooks, with highly polished mother-of-pearl files, and Im¬ 
mense strong shark hooks, looking like anchors. In this same 
room Is a Brand’s bomb-lance, for use In the whale fishery,which, 
shot into the whale’s body, explodes there. 

I shall say only a word about the exhibits of some of the 
other countries. The English department, which occupies a few 
hundred square feet near the American, Is, after the Russian per¬ 
haps, the poorest In the palace, falling far short of the real Im¬ 
portance of tireat Britain’s fisheries. In the Norwegian depart 
ment I noticed a mo6t beautiful robe made of elder-down. Den¬ 
mark offers some flue scale work, In the form of baskets, mats, 
etc., while her dependencies are well represented, Greenland by 
an Immense Polar bear, and the Faroe Islands and Iceland by 
seal skins. Germauy Is remarkable for her rich displays of 
pearls, corals, etc. Italy prescuts a good collection of alcoholic 
specimens of fish, and, perhaps, the best series of wax models 
showing the anatomy of fishes, to bo seen In the whole Exposi¬ 
tion. Holland leads In her display of nets, and is also rich In 
models of bouts. The most characteristic of the latter la the 
bomb boat, as It Is called, a logy, tub-shaped apology for a boat, 
which is launched from the beach by horaes and fishermen after 
great labor and loss of time. The Chinese exhibit Is the oddest 
lu the Fair. Pictures, defective as usual In perspective, adorn the 
walls and represent most astounding angling scenes and feats. 
Hldeons figures of fishermen and ttsherwomen dressed 
In the rough clothing of their humble calling, and 
set up sillily in corners, here and there, form 
rather a repulsive feature of the Celestial department. The 
Ja/nncte, notwithstanding their great antipathy to everything 
Chinese, present tbe same general appearance In their depart¬ 
ment as Is seen In the latter. Here two pictorial drawings are 
bung upon the walls and over the windows. Gorgeously dressed 
women are represented riding sea monsters, or catching Hah In 
small nets, the fish In every case swimming toward and never 
away from their destruction. Japan alone exhibits a devil fish, 
and near by are to be seen great crabs, one of them stretching 
out hls arms for nine feet. Kwia't display Is chillingly meager, 
the beat thing being a large model of a sturgeon, showing bow 
caviare Is obtained. A certain Joh Seebeck exhibits as a Rus¬ 
sian Invention a tlsh-freexcr, which I am assured was originated 
In America, carried to Russia, and Is now sent forth as a Russian 
contribution to the Exposition. 

One part of the Fair—an annex—Is wholly devoted to the 
various kinds of food that the seas furnish to man. Norway, for 
Instance, sends a sort of fish meal from which a fish pudding Is 
made, and also a lot of fresh-dried cod put up In small bales fast¬ 
ened with wire thongs like hay. Sweden, among many other 
things, Is represented by a mass of dried skates, a fish, as I was 
Informed by an old fisherman at my elbow, that Is never nsed In 
America as an article of food. Onr own exhibit In this depart¬ 
ment Is unquestionably tbe best, but I shall make no attempt to 
enumerate the articles.’’

The Halifax Fibukky Commission— According to a New 
York Brrald'n Gloucester, Mass., special, for ways that are dark 
and tricks that are vain, our Canadian coualnt are evidently not 
behind the rest of the world. Prof. Henry Yonle Hind, who 
was employed by the litigants on both sides to prepare an anal¬ 
ysis and Index to the documents of tbe Halifax fishery commie- 
slon, la out In soother letter exposing the manner In which the 
official statistics of tbe Dominion fisheries were falsified In the 
documentary evidence presented to the commission, In order to 
enhance the Importance of the colonial fisheries, and to depre¬ 
ciate the value of the free admission of Canadian-caught fish Into 
the American markets. As a case In point. It Is shown that the 
olficta) statements of the Prince Edward Island custom authori¬ 
ties show that the value of fish exported to the United States Id 
1879 was $187,746, while tbe value of the fish exports to ill 
other countries was $55,102, a total of $172,848; theae figures 
were manipulated before being presented lo the commission to sa 
to make It appear, without changing the total, that the value Of 
fish exports to the United States was $92,838, and to other coun¬ 
tries $80,010. These and numerous other discrepancies led Prof. 
Hlud to declare that no rcllauce can be placed upon any fish- 
trade ratios deduced from the labl s presented In evidence twfore 
tbe commission which ibade the $5,500,000 award against the 
United States. 

Tub N. A. A. O.—The National Association of Amateur Oars 
men, a report of whose eighth annual regatta appears In another 
column, are to be congratulated upon their continued success. 
No sport Is more euobltng, or refining, and none In which young 
athletes ran participate concentrates so great a national Interest, 
or brings together eo many of the best portions of tbe commu¬ 
nity, whose presence is a power for good, both In tho effo. ta of 
tbe oarsmen themselves, and the naturally enforced absence of 
ohjectlonablo features. The oarsmen who recently participated 
In the races on the National course at Philadelphia represented 
many states; they speak highly In praise of the general Interest 
In aqua lc sports, which Is every year Increasing. In England 
amateur organ'zatlons are looked upon with gr at favor, as being 
of a consequence separated from professionalism, which U often- 
times of a doubtful complexion. In lids couutry, as In England, 
we hope the amateur will always be looked upon as a gentleman. 

A Novbj, Contest. —During the first week in September, In a 
pavilion erected for tho purp.se upon the Lake Front, Mr. 
Daniel O'Leary proposes to Introduce a novel contest of endur¬ 
ance between pedestrians uud horses. The entries of men sre 
not limited, but of horses but six will be allowed to compete. 
The horses are to be waited upon by two grooms, one of whom 
mast be In attendance either walking, riding or driving during the 
twelve hours each day of the contest. The race will be 155 hours 
In duration, and $4,000 will be divided In prlxes. This contest 
deserves a large list of entries. Mr. O’Leary says there la no 
truth In the statement that be proposes to Introduce a ” fasting ” 
match—“first one to eat or die to lose the stakes”—aa a side 
attraction. 

A Uric* Ashocution.—A large number of sportsmen, Inclu¬ 
ding Col. Charles Hutchinson, Mr. J. J. Flanagan, of the Utica 
Herald, Mayor Spriggs, Col. Gray and others, recently assembled 
at Bagg’s Hotel, Utica, N. Y., for the purpose of forming an 
association which shall lie In effect, as In'name, for the protection 
of fish and game.

While 1 will guarantee to name correctly every fish, from hla 
manner of “biting” and hla mamsuvers after being hooked,

•tc., 1 must confess that I never can tell the difference between 
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tee two species of black bass, In this respect, where they run 
about equal In weight. I think that the cause of this erroneous, 
opinion lu regard to tho gameueaa of the two specie-, arises from 
Um fact that moat of the largest fish caught, where the two 
species oo-exlst, are big mouthed base; and as most anglers ex 
pect a fish to fight according to hla alae, that la. the heavier tbo 
Ash tee harder he should resist, snd aa the big folio* a with tho 
large mouths fight no harder than the little fellows with small 
mouths, they are aet down as lacking In game qualities. 

Now If the angler must make comparisons, odious or other- 
wise, let them be between hsss of Ibe same relative weight, be It 
room or leas, and my word for It, he will find no difference lu 
gameneea aa between the two -peels*. For while the small- 
mouthed base la more trim snd ahapely, aud consequently more 
agile and active, the large-mouthed baas Is more muscular and 
powerful, and either species will give the angler all the sport he 
can attend to with a light rod and suitable tackle. If the six 
pounders fought a* hard Id proportion to their slxe as the one- 
pounders, we should need salmou tsckle to land them. It la, 
also, a fact well-known to trout fishers that the largest speckled 
trout are by no means the hardest fighters, but that It la the spry 
feUows of about a pouud In weight that put them to their 
stumps. l 

There are various methods of angling for the black baas, as 
tly-flahlng, casting with the minnow, still-fishing, trolling with 
the rod or hand-line, skittering, bobbing, etc., and I have named 
them lu the order of their Importance. I will ouly have spsce lo 
this paper for a brief description ol the first method, viz:

Fly-fishing la the roost legitimate, scientific and gentlemanly 
mode ol angllug, and Is to be greatly preferred to all other ways 
and means of capturing the finny tribe. It Is the very poetry of 
angling, aud requires more address, more skill, and a better 
knowledge of the habits of the fish and his surroundings than 
any other method. A friend In Texas, to whom I sent a bass fly 
(an “ahlHji") and’who bad never seen a “ fly ’’ before, entbuslaa 
ileally declared It to be “a fish-hook poetized," aud thought that 
» black-bass should take It through a love of the beautiful, If 
nothing else." Not only the fly, hut every Implement of the fly- 
llaber’s outfit Is a materialized poem. 

The JMy Jtod. For fly-fishing for black bass, s well-made tr. ut 
fly-rod, eleven feet long, and weighing from eight to nine ounces, 
la Just right. The best Is section-bamboo. If of the very high¬ 
est quality," but unless a split-bamboo rod Is the best that can lie 
made, an ash and lancewood Is to be preferred, of the length and 
weight above mentioned; such a rod, if well-balanced, aud made 
of good material, cannot be excelled for strength, durability and 
action, while Its coet will he but one-third of the best secllou- 
bamboo. Let me here caution the novice to beware of cheap 
split-bamboo, or even cheap wooden rods, for the country Is brlA- 
llng with them. A reliable rod can be had only of a first-class 
maker, and at a fair price. Greenbeart, wahoe snd bethabars 
woods sre now ueed considerably In fly-rods, snd are quite satis¬ 
factory ; but there Is nothing superior, among the woods proper, 
to ash and lancewood. 

The Ply Lam. The best reel-line for fiy-fishlng Is the enam¬ 
eled, waterproof, tapered and braided silk line, letter F, or No. 

4 In size. Next best Is the oiled, sllk-bralded line, sizes L or F 
(8 or 4), and lastly the braided linen line, size E, or 3. The 
proper length for the reel-line Is twenty-five or thirty yards. 

The Jieel. For fly-fishing the dick-reel Is the only one admis¬ 
sible Thoee made for trout fishing answer every purpose. Hard 
rubber Is the llghteet material, but those of German-ellver or brass 
are more durable. 

The Leader. The leader or casting line should be six or nine 
feet long, of thf best single 8panl*b gut, with or without loop* 
for attaching files; thoee with loops are very convenient. They 
should be stalued some suitable neutral tint—bluish or greenish 
I Is good; thoee called “ mist-colored” are Just right. For two 
files, and I do not advise the use of more, a alx feet leader Is long 
enough; but where three Alee are used In the cast, the leader 
■ should be nine feet long. 

Artificial Fliee .—Almoet auy of the large trout files will answer 
for bass fishing, especially those known aa “general" files, as the 
professor, grizzly king, queen of the watere, etc. For dusk fish¬ 
ing, from sundown until dark, files with gray or while wings 
1 sre best. All of the hackles (palmers) are very killing files for 
bass It Is useless to name special files, for every angler has hlB 
favorites. Baas files should always be tied on sproat hooks,though 
„ the O'Shaughnessy, cork-shape, and Dublin bend, arc all good 
" books. Never use a hook with the Kirby or side bend. 

The landing-net, By-book, and creel complete the fly-fisdier s 
,5 outfit for black bass angling, though I might add wading pants 
,, or stockings, for stream fishing. 

“ General /«»(».—The beet time for fly-flshlDg for hsss is from 

“ sundown until dark, or on moonlight evenings. The early tnorn- 
” lug hours, about sunrise, on streams are also good. On dark and 
cloudy days the middle hoursof the day are also favorable. There

CHAPTER II 


On the liuporUtlon of Foreign Wild Specie*. 


SECTION 1. 

Among the animals which people our fields, our forests, our 
rivers, our coasts, rome.useful In one wey or another, ere pert of 
the netlonsl riches; others, enemies of the latter, ravage our 
fields, entailing on us considerable damage, and sometimes even 
menace ourselves. Therefore, the duties devolve on the public 
authority, which must tie eq tally attended to, and the useful spe¬ 
cies protected; the Injurious species are destroyed by the vigilant 
application of the laws of the chase and fishery, and through the 
Instrumentality of wolf-hunting, caterpillar killing, and other 
analagous resources. This la much, undoubtedly, but Is It 
enough! We resume: can we not also enrich ourselves! By 
the side of those useful species which we protect In the place of 
those Injurious species which we destroy, can we not acquire 
other species whose fiesh shall he a further resource for the food 
of the people, and whose different prolucts may take place In our 
Industries! 

To put this question Is almost to have answered It. The 
auewer will leave none In doubt, and as to the other matters, It 
Is already written In the past. Several species very common now 
on our soil—so common that we have sometimes to moderate 
their multiplication, as In the case of the rabbit, the deer and 
pheasant—are not Indigenous; the last two came to us even from 
distant countries. In this we have only to Imitate our fore¬ 
fathers, only we ought to Imitate them as Is suitable In such an 
epoch as ours. The conquests, very anciently 
made, have been much less effected from motives 
of utility than of facility; they have not chosen 
them from any accepted species which the chance 
of clrcumatauces threw lu their way. We leave 
ourselves to do precisely the reverse. It Is for 
the utility and not on account of the ease of con¬ 
quest that we ought to decide to undertake It. 

Almost the entire habitable surface of the globe Is 
now known, and have we not the right to say that 
everything which la known Is, thankB to our navi¬ 
gation, so active and so perfected, the common 
domain of civilised peoples! that onr choice Is free 
for the eullre world! and If It Is scientifically estah 
||«hed that a species may he useful to us, In what- 
ever place the Creator has placed II, let 11 s say 
boldly that It belongs to un atul let us so act that. Hnigftpi 
it shall sum he lu our power. 

SECTION 2. * M 

Science has here, we see, an Important role Ml 

to fulfill; to her It belongs to Indicate the V 

couquesls to be made. I say with regret that W 

she is little prepared. The line of Investigation to B 

this time has not been In the direction Indicated. 

Although many traveler* brlDg to us from 
countries which they explore, rich collections, and 
give us good descriptive works, how little do they 
think of rendering an exact account of the uses 
which the natives make of the aDimals, and of the 
services which we may ourBelvcs tie able to obtain 
from them. They always take care to emlcb our 
museums, but rarely to enrich the country Itself. 

We ought a long time ago to have possessed for 

every region a list of the species which we have to - - 

demand from It, with all the documents which 
would be useful as datafor rational attempts; such _ . 

a list—very Incomplete, however—exists ouly for 
Australia aud Tasmania. It Is to M. Jules Ver- 
raux that we are Indebted for those Interesting and -o, 

useful documents. While we are thus deprived of 
the data, how shall we obtain an Idea of the num¬ 
ber of animals which wc may In time add to the 
ludlgenous species. The vagne conjectures which 
we may hazard In this respect do not deserve to 
tiud place here. 

But there are other points on which wc may be 
permitted to entertain less reserve. What kind of services hav
